Notable Career 
As Inventor Is 
Brought to End 


“We seem to be making some prog¬ 
ress. If all of you people will go out! 
and .study the terrain on which your ] 
town is built and come back here next 
Thursday night, perhaps we can arrive 
at a policy on this sanitarium matter 
which will be pleasing to the great 
majority.” That was in substance the 
parting word of G. Gordon Whitnall | 
at last night's meeting when the pro-1 
posed zoning ordinance was discussed. | 
, The discussion was so warm that 
no fire was necessary in the furnace 
to make the crowd comfortable. If 
one wished to laugh, there was almost 
continuous cause. If one hankered for i 
oratory, there was plenty of effort, j 
On the whole it was one of the most I 
interesting and exciting events in the j 
history of the city. 

Sanitariums Sole Topic > i 

While the hearing was concerned' 
with the zoning ordinance as a whole, 
nobody paid any attention to phases I 
other than the location of sanitariums,' 
tubercular, mental and other kinds. I 
Mr. Whitnall was introduced by May- ■ 
or Mitchell as the city’s consultant | 
who had prepared the preliminary re -1 
port and ordinance and who would I 
conduct the discussion. 

Mr. Whitnall said under the deci¬ 
sion of the California supreme court j 
sanitariums cannot be prohibited by 
the city, but can only be regulateti 
and restricted to a certain territory. > 
In this restriction, they must have 
territory .suitable for their purpose, of 
sufficient extent to protect them from 
monopoly prices on land which might 
be contrued by the courts as actually 
prohibition. 

In proposing as a saitarium zone 
the highest property in the city, Mr. ^ 


From messenger boy to the position 
of a leading expeiimental expert and 
inventor for the .Singer Manufacturing 
Co., with a remarkable record of suc- 
ce-ssful sewing machines to his credit, 
was the record of Charles F. Gray who 
passed away just after midnight Sun¬ 
day morning. In addition and without 
question he was one of the mo.st deep¬ 
ly loved men of the community. 

Mr. Gray was bom at Champaign, 
I III., his parents later moving to Dan¬ 
ville where he spent his boyhood. His 
mother passed away while he was 
quite young and at the age of thir¬ 
teen he went to Chicago to make his 
own way in the world. His first po¬ 
sition was that of messenger for the 
Singer Sewing machine agency, a po¬ 
sition he .said later he was unable to 
hold because of his poor penmanship. 
That fact spurred his ambition. After 
taking a position in the shops of the 
Singer agency, he attended night 
school and not only learned penman¬ 
ship but secured a good practical edu¬ 
cation. That achievement was char¬ 
acteristic of his habit of overcoming 
obstacles. 

Within two weeks of his taking his 
first job, the spark of inventive gen¬ 
ius made its appearance manifest 
when he .suggested an improvement in 
the bobbin mechanism of the sewing 
machine which was a<iupted and is 
still in standard u.se. 

A few years later Mr. Gray became 
as.sociated with the oUl Wheeler & 
Wilson Co., which was later absorbed 
by the Singer Co., so that his period 
of service in the industry covered a 
period of practically 38 years. He 
was atlvanced successfully as salesman 
and district manager. 

In the course of his work in the 
sales department, Mr. Gray was con¬ 
stantly brought into contact with pro¬ 
blems of manufacturers who needc-d 
sewing machines for special purposes. 
In devising new models for them, Mr. 
Gray showed such aptitude that he 
was transferred to the experimental 
liepartment where he developed many 
new machines. His particular success 
lay in doing at high speed work that 
httd been done only on low speed ma¬ 
chines. The “Gray Zig Zig” stitcher 
was one of the most widely used. 
Others wore two-needle and three- 
needle machines for sewing parallel 
seams, and many other special pur- 
po.se machines for shoe and clothing 
factories. 

The Long Fight 

In 11)0(3 the condition of his health 
made it necessary for Mr. Giay to 
come to California. Coming to Si¬ 
erra Madre for an outing, he and Mrs. 
Gray have made this their home ever 
since. To enable him to continue his 
work in this climate, the Company out¬ 
fitted a complete machine shop which 
was housed in a smx'! building on the 
rear of his lot, and where he developed 
some of hi.s most successful machines. 
The work he has accomplishetl during 
the years of failing health stands as 
an enduring monument to his courage 
and genius. Hut the rewards which 
most appeal to him were not the ma¬ 
terial compensation and the wide rec¬ 
ognition. He found it as he went 
among the factory workers and they 
told him how much easier their work 
was because in siH-uring speed he had 
eliminated vibration and removed 
much of the nervous strain and drud¬ 
gery. The thought of adtling to the 
comfort and happiness of othere gave 
him the most real delight. 

During the period of his residence 
here. Mr. Gray made occasional trip.s 
to the east to consult with factory 
operators and officials of the company 
whose confidence he enjoyed. His lust 
trip which kept him there during the 
seevre winter of il)18-ll) marked the 
downward turn in his health. On 
that trip his work was largely di-voteii 
to helping the government program 
of speeding up production, and made 
the setback to his health essentially 
a war sacrifice. 

Although diffident to the point of 
shyness, his sympathy and keen in¬ 
terest in the wefare of others won for 
Mr. Gray a unique place in the hearts 
of his friends, who were legion. No 
joy to him surpassed that of lend¬ 
ing a'helping hand to some boy, his 
memory of his own early struggles 
being vivid. He was a great lover of 
clean sport and outdoor life. He was 
an honored member of the Masonic 
order and one of the charter members 
of the Sierra Madre lodge. 

In addition to his devotinl wife, Mr. 
Gray is survived by two sisters and a

To interfere with 
so capable and clficient a machine to 
cater to a purely fallacious notion of 
this one function of money is in the 
nature of a legislative crime. 


THE MONEY SUPPLY 


The radical legislators who are mak¬ 
ing laws to remodel the Federal Re¬ 
serve system in order to make it a more 
compliant machine to enable farmers 
to borrow money more easily, do .so 
on the theory that the volume of mon¬ 
ey is the chief arbiter of farm prices 
—that all prices advance and decline 
as the volume of money increases or 
decreases. Hence the .support the fiat 
money delusion has always had among 
fanners and debtors. Yet we have 
seen, as one of the striking phenomena 
of the war, that it was not so much 
the volume of money that made prices 
high as that high prices, due to na¬ 
tural causes, made necessary a larger 
volume of money in order to facili¬ 
tate exchanges. The deluge of tiat 
money in Europe today is but another 
demonstration of the same truth. 
Stated in woithless paper price ail- 
vances have been so rapid and great 
that even the printing presses of Ger¬ 
many are unable to supply enough 
money for the daily needs of the peo¬ 
ple. 

In our own country prices, particu¬ 
larly for farm products, during the 
past year have been advanced, and as 
they advanccii, the volume of money 
in circulation increased in due course. 
Thanks to the responsive mechanism 
of the Federal Reserve System. We 
find by the Dec. 1 Treasury records 
that there had been an increase in the 
money circulation during the year of 
326 millions to $8,482,264,551—a sum

In feeding the growing chick.s, pro¬ 
vide them with an abundance of feed 
of the right composition, and supply 
this in such a way as to reduce the 
labor to the lowest point and yet be 
consistent with best results. This can 
be done by useing dry-mash .supple -1 
mented by cracked grains. The dry- 
mash should be fed in large, outdoor, 
self-feeding hoppers, which are made 
waterproof. It is also possible to fee«i 
a part of the cracked grains in hop¬ 
pers, but at least one feeding a day 
should be made by an attendant go¬ 
ing around from house to house and 
scattering it. This provides a certain 
amount of personal attention which 
is necessary for best results. In the 
case of growing stock this {K?rsonal 
attention can be cut down more than 
in any other line of the poultry work, 
but .should never be entirely elimin¬ 
ated. 

In handling the growing stock in¬ 
duce continuous growth from the time 
the binis are put on the range until 
they are place»l in winter (|uarters. A 
check in growth, due to improper 
housing or feeding conditions, may re- 
tani the ultimate development many 
week.s, resulting in smaller fowls with 
low vitality. It is very important in 
earing for pullets to bring them to 
maturity at the right time in the fall. 
If growth i|- retarded, their develop¬ 
ment is slow, and they will he un¬ 
profitable as winter egg producers.

Also that California had 
lived within its income since the pres¬ 
ent tax system was adopted, anti had ' 
a surplus last year of over a million. 
Miss Uichanison recalled the fact that! 
the governor promised uuiing bis 
campaign of economy, to make no in- j 
terference with any educational, wel¬ 
fare or humanitarian institutions, and 
that this budget, prepared by Nellie 
Brewer Pierce, de.scribed as a leader 
in the lobby lighting the King Tax 
Bill, and recently appointed by the 
governor to the Board of Control, had 
failed to cany out these pre-election 
promises. She ijuoted from authori¬ 
ties that the State taxes paid by util¬ 
ities and railroads practically the only 
State revenue, were the least impor¬ 
tant items upon which rates were 
fixed, so the savings in taxes of the 
corporations, by the cuts in this bud¬ 
get, would not beneiit the public, but 
in ali counties able and atvxious to 
maintain the present school standards, 
increases in county taxes would be 
levied.
